secluded spot, aud springing upon her 
cowardly stabbed her three times, from 
which wounds she died within 48 hours 
after. 


McDonough and his wife were married 


in Ireland many years ago, and at last 
came to America that they might better 
their condition. McDouongh took to 
drinking and carried on in such a dis- 
graceful manner that his wife left him. 


Crazed with drink and prompted by 


motives of revenge and jealousy, he de- 
termined to murder his wife. Accord- 
ing to his confession a year ago he pur- 
chased a dirk knife with a blade five or 
six inches long with which to take her 
life. For two weeks he waited for ai: 
opportunity to accomplish his purpose 
but could not mid her. 


Finally he laid in wait for her in the 


dark, and stepping up behind her 
itabbed her in the back and again 
through the heart. Throwing his knife 
into the river he filled np ou drink 
called the officers and surrendered.

SIXTY-FOOT RAILS TOTB BB8T. 


Sixty feet will be the standard 


length of rails on the Pennsylvania 
lines until the rolling mills can turn 
out a longer rail. It has developed 
that rails first begin to wear at the 
joints, and the joints give the track 
hands a great deal of trouble, as tbey 
begin to sink or get low, making a 
low track. The bolts work loose in 
spite of all the nut-locking devices 
that can be applied, and require con- 
stant attention. The joint being the 
weak part of the rail, it therefoie 
stands to reason that fewer joints 
must mean a better and more dor- 
able track. The Pennsylvania rail- 
road officials recognized these facts 
years ago, and, with the advent of 
Improved machinery in steel mills 
that permitted longer rails to be 
made, they were quick to take ad 
vantage of the opportunity that 
enabled them to give the sixty 
foot 
rails a test. 
If 
sixty-foot 


rails are an improvement, 100-foot 
rails would be a still greater im- 
provement, and such may eventually 
be u«ed, but for the present, it is

He has commu- 
nicated with them iu a way that would 
be accepted as irrefragable evidence in 
any human court of law. In fine, to the 
mind of Stead and some high scientific 
authorities whom he cites, spiritualism 
furnishes the absolute proof of the im- 
mortality of the soul

Agriculture has changed its character 


IB Great Britain. Wheat, rye and one 
malting barley used to be the main 
crops. • Now hay and oats have largely 
taken the place of wheat, while barley 
u no longer very profitable. The reason 
for this change is found in two words— 
American competition. The poorer class- 
es of British farmers formerly ate rye 
bread. American wheat comes into the 
country is such abundance aud at such 
low prices that rye bread has been dis- 
carded and wheat bread has taken ita 
place. Bread cereals being thus crowded 
out of Britain by those of other lands, 
there remained only the grasses that 
feed live stock, oats aud hay. To this 
the British farmer has directed his ef- 
forts in the past dozen years. What he 
will do when American beef and Amer- 
ican bay push him to tLj wall, even in 
ttie raising of live stock, it is hard to 
see. It is not likely, however, tliat we 
shall ever export as much meat and 
grain hereafter as we have done in the 
put dozen years. We shall want them 
at home. Why t/he raising of fine malt- 
ing barley is not profitable in Great 
Britain any more is attributed by oppo 
•ition papers to "the interference of 
government in taxing beer and malt" 
May it not be, however, that it is owing 
more to tho sly substitution of American 
com for barley in tho beer making oper- 
ations? That is what is the matter in 
America. 


The logical result ol' booming an in- 


dtwtxy by government aid beyond ita 
normal rate of growth is seen in the de- 
plorable decline of the beet sugar indus- 
try in Germany. Bounty after bounty 
hai boon given by the government, farm- 
«r alter farmer went into the cultiva- 
tkn of migar beota. It wm« expected that 
th* export of the product would attnme 
VMt proportions, and that beet sugar 
would knock at the doom of the market* 
of all the world. Everybody made sug- 
ar, and now it ia a worse drug on tlw 
market* than fireworks after UM Fourth 
of July.

The judge should continually bear ia 


mind that be is judging the auimala 
and not the owners. Exhibitors and 
(spectators are usually good jndgea aud 
together compose a shrewd, sharp, dis- 
criminating audience and quickly detect 
partiality or favoritism. Fair, impar- 
tial, honest judgment will almost uni- 
versally command respect, even from 
those whose animals are not winners, 
bnt the contempt of the exhibitors and 
of tho public for a judge who has shown 
himself to be a mere tool for some friend 
can hardly bo expressed in words. 


The judge should iu all case* require 


that the date of birth of all young ani- 
mals be furnished him in writing, and 
the difference iu age* should be kept con- 
stantly in mind and due allowance made 
therefor. For instance, two calvea or 
two yearlings may compete, one born in 
January and one iu August In such in- 
stances the "best judgment should be 
used. Due allowance should be made for 
condition, but all other points being 
equal the animal in prime condition 
should ha-s the preference, for this con- 
dition alone adds to the animal's value 
iuthe market It has coet money and ia 
an indication of health, thrift aud vigor. 


Judges are liable to attach too much 


value to si ze as against quality. Extreme 
size, as compared with the average of 
the breed under consideration, is almost 
invariably accompanied by coarseness, 
which may be covered np by high flesh, 
but which is very marked and extremely 
objectionable when in working condi- 
tion. It ia doubtless safe to say that, es- 
pecially among the dairy breeds, the 
medium sized animals of the various 
breeds have proved the most desirable 
aa against either extreme. Vigor of con- 
stitution should always be kept in mind, 
bat extreme size is by no means an evi- 
dence of great vigor. 


A word regarding the appointment of 


Judges may nqt be inappropriate, go far 
as possible they should be selected from 
localities distant from the place of ex- 
hibition, thus avoiding the probability 
of getting near neighbors or personal 
friends to exhibitors. 


A breeder who speaks Of himself as a 


"sheep man" says: 


The judge imiht be an honest man, se- 


lected and paid well by the association. 
Let it be a man who knows wool from 
meat ; let it be a man who if he is asked 
why he did so and so can g'ive a reason ; 
let it be a man who has no friend when 
the sheep are in the ring — let it be the 
"best sheep to win aud not the man ; let 
It be a man m whom the exhibitors 
have confidence. It is said there are lots 
of chronic ''kickers." In my experience 
of 17 years there \vaa no " kicking, " as a 
rule, without a cause.

•'Narcotics," the subject for this 


article under the auspices of the W. 
C. T. U., is already embraced in the 
department of scientific temperance. 
But the tobacco question and the 
tobacco laws are separated, hence a 
separate department of work. These 
laws on tobacco are in every State 
where there IB law on scientific tem- 
perance instruction, and that in- 
cludes every State in the Union bnt 
Arkansas and Georgia, and these two 
States will doubtless fall in line this 
winter when the state assemblies 
meet to make Jaws for the people. 


The laws on tobacco are separate 


laws—and the several state superin- 
tendents of narcotics will use their 
Influence for all of the best laws in 
this department—and if enforced 
would make a great change on school 
work and the physical development 
of our boys and young men in our 
schools and colleges. 


The following is the law in Ohio 


regarding the sale of tobacco to 
minors: 


"SEC. 
1. Be it enacted by the General 


Assembly of Ox State of Ohio, That 
whoever sells, gives or furnishes to 
any minor under fifteen years of age, 
any cigarette or tobacco shall be 
fined not less than five dollars nor 
more than twenty-five dollars, or im- 
prisoned not more than thirty days, 
or both. 


SEC. 2. This act shall take effect 


on its passage.1' 


The law in Ohio is very good so far 


as it goes, and if enforced would 
make a great change in the best in- 
terests of the boys and young men; 
but other states are greatly in ad- 
vance of Ohio, because their laws 
prohibit the manufacture and sale of 
cigarettes 
altogether. 
Kentucky 


prohibits the smoking of tobacco in 
any form on the streets and in public 
assemblies; other southern and west- 
ern states take the same advanced 
"round. Ohio neither prohibits the 
sate'or smoking on the streets or in 
public assemblies. 


fioys who begin the habit early in 


life in the use of tobacco in any form 
not only become dwarfed in body, but 
in intellect; the taste becomes im- 
paired, the sight effected, in fact all 
of the senses are injured; and the 
God-given intellect is hindered in ap- 
plying itself to study. It is a twin 
evil to the drink habit and helps to 
paralyze the will power. 


The experience of teachers In our 


public schools and colleges 
with 


pupils addicted to the use of narcot- 
ics scarcely ever find them ready with 
their examinations for promotion, 
and that is one of the great reasons 
why nine girls to one boy graduate 
every year, and the boys fall back. 
And so it will go on, and on, until

our lawmaker*, teachers in public 
schools aud presidents of colleges will 
forbid the use of tobacco. Dr. Bash- 
ford, president of the Delaware Uni- 
versity, has entirely forbidden its 
use, 
and that will be the test this 


fall—no one will enter the collegiate 
course who uses tobacco. 


The use of tobacco is an expensive 


habit in the use of money and on the 
brain and moral power. 
While lux- 


uries that are pieising to the taste 
and healthful to the system, as phys- 
ical and brain fo ;d, is not wanted. 
The amount of money spent in the 
United States ia 9600,000,000. In 
the city of Chicago is spent for ci- 
gars alone $24,500 daily. There are 
people who smoke and do not use 
alcoholic beverages; but there are 
many instances where it does lead to 
the drinking habit, as the use of jtp- 
bacco creates a thirst on account of 
the dryness of the throat it produces. 
All habitual drinkers usually smoke. 
With very few exceptions the two 
habits seein to be so closely allied 
that the only safety is in abstaining 
from all that will intoxicate. 
There needs to be aggrefcive work 


in this department to help enforce 
the laws on tobacco; to create a per- 
sonal interest in the minds of pa- 
rents tbat will mold and fashion 
their sons to have clean habits "tbat 
the temple within, may not be dettled. 


The tobacco habit is expensive, 


as I have said before, and that it 
encourages other expensive habits 
that often stand in the way of get- 
tine a posbion, and worse than noth- 
ing is gained. "The question is 
smoking without a home, or a home 
without smoking." 
So it .is the 


study o* every preacher, teacher and 
good citizen generally to abstain 
from the use of tobacco altogether, 
and so use their influence to induce 
others to abstain from its use. 


Dr. J. G. Holland says; "The na- 


tural wealth goes into the ground 
If we could only manage to bury it 
without having passed thitherward 
in the form of a poisonous fluid 
through the inflamed bodies of our 
neighbors and friends, how happy 
should we be; but these two abomi- 
nable curses dominates the world. 
Tne tramp reminds us of it as he 
beps for a night's lodging- 
The 


widow and fatherless tells us of it as 
they ask for bread, and the more 
thoroughly we can instruct the young 
boys and young men concerning tbe 
dominating evils of our time, better 
It will be for them and for tbe 
world."

They Were Punialied Fire 


Hundred Year* Ago. 


Cheating ia trade is u« new thing. It 


•was practiced iu the fourteenth century 
as well as in the nineteenth. Our town 
rwords contain many o.ises of nummary 
jnriodictiou iu matters affootmg the 
price, weight aud quality of food, cloth- 
ing and other tilings. 


I cull a few from the archives of the 


city of Londou. In J34S proceedings 
were taken against a butcher for selling 
putrid meat. Three reasons were alleged 
agtiiuat this conduct at his trial before 
the mayor and uldermeu. It was deceit- 
ful and dish.'uetst ; dangerous to the pub- 
lic health ; it briiught scandal uud dis- 
grace upou the mayor, corporation, and 
all the inhabitants of the city that a 
Loijiiuner hliuuld behiive so. After the 
investigation he \va» found guilty, and 
condemned to be taken, with his bad 
nieut carried iu front of him, to the pil- 
lory lu Coruhill, aud while he stood 
therein tho carrion he had tried to sell 
was burned under his nose, 


It is well known that tho pillory 


was an instrument iu which the culprit 
was tixed incapable of movement,- ex- 
posed to tho contempt of the people. 
The offense of the culprit was always 
publicly proclaimed, and, according to 
the vH-\\ -i of the s-pectators, the punish- 
ment juifiht be severe or otherwise. If 
they disliked the nffoiiseof the offender, 
their contempt would take the prover- 
bial and forcible form of rotten eggs 
itud dead cats, and the trader would 
make n closer acijuamtauce with his 
own wares, both raw aud cooked, than 
he wight find pleasant. 


A publican, convicted of selling nn 


rtound and unwholesome red wine, was 
sentenced to drink a draft of the same 
htntT which ho sold to the common peo- 
ple, tho remainder being poured on his 
bead, and compelled to forswear the call- 
ing of a vintner iu the city of London 
forever, mcles-h he could obtain the favor 
of the king.

business matter bad been arranged in 
Lima he would return to Montpelie- 
for a settlement with the Herald, and 
that as justice and truth were firmly 
arrayed on his aide the outcome would 
be decidedly to the disadvantage of 
this publication; incidentally he In- 
tends to include the Lima papers in 
the settlement, and will also straight- 
en out affairs with a business firm 
that, he says, instigated the recent 
prosecution which led to bis arrest. 


For a man who refused to be inter- 


viewed he said considerable, and al- 
though he entered the office in a man- 
ner that would indicate he was bent 
on vengeance, he evidenced his good 
sense by listening to reason and leav- 
ing in a much better humor. His 
complaint as to the one-sidedneas of 
the reports printed was satisfactorily 
explained by recalling to mind the 
fact that he had steadfastly refused 
to give bis side of the case. 


Mr. Bader's principal grievance 


appeared to be the interview printed 
in Monday night's issue, which, he 
says, 'Mrs. Keckler denios ever being 
had. lie evidently believes 
her 


story, but she has made so many 
contradictory statements that her 
denial does not amount to much, 
esp cially when the entire matter 
can be proven by disinterested par- 
ties, 


Some things said by Mr. Bader, 


also, are not borne out by the facts 
in the case, as for instance: In the 
Herald office last night he claimed 
that he did not know why bis wife 
came to Montpelier, and even did 
not know she was here until he acci- 
dentally met her on the street.
